In another example 
gleaned from announcements made this 
week by the school district, a child is 
eligible for free milk if he comes from a 
family of eight with a gross income of 
not more than $734 a month.

A Pentagon spokesman has confirmed 
that “several hundred million dollars" 
will be poured into Vandenberg Air 
Force Base before the first West Coast 
launch of the Space Shuttle in late 1982 
or 1983 
In a letter to Congressman Robert J. 
Lagomarsino, Col 
Michael Sorrentmo 
said that the buildup will take place over 
a four to five year period The Defense 
Department spokesman added that 1978 
appears to be a reasonable starting point 
for base shuttle construction but that 
another year of study will be required 
b efore 
a 
co m p reh en siv e 
base 
development plan evolves. 


Sorrentino’s disclosure jibes with an 
April, 
1972 
announcement 
that 
the 
Department of Defense (DoD) will lay 
out $500 million to turn Vandenberg into 
the nation's West Coast space port. * 


The colonel, attached to the Air 
Force’s Washington legislative liaison 
office, said that a special study of the 
Vandenberg 
“prime 
Space 
Shuttle 
launch 
operations 
site" 
is 
being 
completed by the Air Force Systems 
Command at Los Angeles. 


This military study dovetails with a 
two-phased civilian aerospace study of 
the shuttle at Vandenberg Phase one 
has recently been completed by Martin 
Marietta Corp. and the bidding is keen 
for phase two. 


Martin Marietta was an intriguing 
choice for the first half of the civilian 
study 
because 
this 
firm 
was 
the 
overseer of the construction of Space 
Launch 
Complex 
Six, 
(SLC-6), 
the 
intended launch site of the Manned 
Orbital Laboratory project before that 
endeavor was scrapped by the federal 
government in the 1960s 


SLC-6 has been dormant ever since 
and there is speculation that it might be 
refurbished for use as a Vandenberg 
shuttle 
launch 
site 
to 
save 
the 
government the cost of constructing a 
shuttle launch area from the ground up. 


According to base sources, whoever 
wins the second phase of the base study 
will be in a prime position for the 
eventual 
contract 
to 
design 
and 
construct Vandenberg shuttle facilities. 


In the running, sources say, are 
Martin Marietta, 
Boeing, Lockheed, 
McDonnell Douglas and PRC Corp The 
contract award is slated to be made by 
the end of the year, but it may not be 
made known to the public. 


According 
to 
another 
official 
Pentagon communique, the Air Force 
shuttle 
study 
involves 
Vandenberg 
shuttle requirements and “ the impact 
that the NASA ferry decision will have 
on Vandenberg Air Force Base." 


NASA, the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, recently decided 
to harness the Boeing 747 to carry 
shuttle orbiters and their liquid fuel 
tanks piggy back from assembly points 
to operational bases and between bases. 
The 747 will also be used in horizontal 
flight testing of the DC-9-sized orbiter 
craft, originating from Edwards Air 
Force Base in Kern County.

This decision has led to 
speculation that the DoD may 
opt to forego the construction 
of a 15,000 foot long runway at 
Vandenberg 
for 
shuttle 
landings and shift the landings 
to Edwards, again to save 
construction costs. 
Air Force spokesmen would 
neither confirm nor deny this 
possibility, saying only that the 
service 
is 
considering 
a 
number of options on base 
operations. After landing at 
Edwards, the orbiter craft 
could then be refurbished there 
and ferried back to Vandenberg 
aboard a 747. 
In his letter. Sorrentino said 
that 
factors

impact on the economy of

Well situated base sources 
believe that, unlike the MOL 
project, the shuttle really will 
make a Vandenberg debut But 
they add that this is still a ways

The 
proposal 
advanced 
before 
the 
County 
Water 
Agency Tuesday by Herman 
Famum, of Goleta Valley, 
received favorable attention 
not 
only 
from 
county 
supervisors sitting on the water 
agency board, but also from 
County Farm Advisor George 
Goodall. 
County water districts now 
are limited to water supplies 
from the Cachuma Project 
under safe-yield basis by the 
Bureau of Reclamation, with 
surplus water ‘‘spoken for” by 
the districts, declared Norman 
Caldwell, 
public 
works 
director, who heads the agency 
staff. 
Caldwell 
said 
districts 
themselves 
make 
decisions 
now as to how much to allocate 
lor 
agriculture 
and 
for 
municipal and domestic use. 
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Assistant 
County 
Counsel 
Robert Curiel told the water 
agency that even if a water 
district buys 80 per cent of its 
water for agricultural purposes 
at the lower Cachuma rate, “it 
doesn't have to distribute that 
much for agriculture ” 
‘‘Suppose agriculture wanted 
more of the Goleta County 
Water District entitlement?” 
asked 
Supervisor 
Curtis 
Tunnell. 
“It is up to the district to 
decide,” said Caldwell, with 
Famum, who is associated 
with the Goleta Farm Center, 
adding: “No test has been 
made; some of us are irritated 
but we feel we must get along 
with 
the 
Goleta 
w ater 
district.” 
While 
irrigation 
districts 
exist in the San Joaquin Valley 
and other areas of the state, 
there is none in Santa Barbara 
County, declared Goodall. He 
said state law allows their 
establishment.

Chairman Arthur F Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board 
called Wednesday for heavier 
taxes to discourage gasoline 
consumption even at the risk of 
deepening the recession 
Testifying before Congress’ 
Joint Economic Committee, 
Bum s 
joined 
Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon 
and Interior Secretary Rogers 
C.B 
Morton 
who, 
despite 
President 
Ford’s 
persistent 
opposition, 
still 
list higher 
gasoline taxes as a possible 
conservation option 
Bums said the United States 
must reduce its reliance on 
foreign 
oil 
to 
achieve 
a 
“ fundamental” goal of getting 
members of the Organization 
of 
Petroleum 
Exporting 
Countries to cut prices. 
“ If the price of oil remains at 
anything like its present level 
— and there are repeated 
stirrings in OPEC countries to 
move it still higher — there 
will be a massive redistribution 
of 
economic 
and 
political 
power among the countries of 
the world,” Bums said. 
"This 
of 
itself 
carries 
dangers 
for 
our 
country’s 
future ” - 
He said he recognized the 
consequences of the “ policy of 
austerity” he advocated

announced Thanksgiving eve 
the tribe would file suit in U.S. 
District Court to eject the town 
of Gay Head from 250 acres of 
“ common lands ” 
The land at issue was part of 
the Gay Head Reservation until 
1870 when the Massachusetts 
Legislature approved the incor­ 
poration of the town and gave it 
property which includes the 250 
acres. 
That action, according to

G.I. Forum probes Guard racial policies 


The ethnic breakdown of 
officers in the California Army 
National Guard is bad, invites 
formal and legal challenges, 
and raises serious questions, 
the American GI Forum of the 
United States has charged 
The CANG recently reported 
that of its 1750 officers, 1689 are 
Anglo or 
"white,” 
54 are 
black, 
and 
seven 
are 
"American-Spanish.” The GI 
Forum, one of two national 
organizations 
representing 
Spanish-surnamed American’s 
objects to this state of affairs. 
The largest ethnic minority 
in 
California 
is 
Mexican- 
American. constituting at least 
one-seventh 
of 
the 
state's 
population Proportionally, 250 
of the 1750 officers should be 
listed 
in 
the 
"American- 
Spanish” ethnic category. 
"Unfortunately, this is far 
from reality. Instead of 250 or 
more, the California Army 
National Guard lists seven 
officers — one captain, four 
second lieutenants, and two 
others at the bottom of the four 
warrant officer grades. These 
constitute 0 004, four-tenths of 1 
per cent of the 1750; and there 
are no female officers in the 


ethnic 
category," 
the 
G.I. 
Forum claims. 
A news release from the GI 
Forum continues, "It is hard to 
write objectively about this 
inequitable imbalance 
It is 
also very difficult to view it as 
representative of either. (1) 
Chicano contributions within 
our society, and particularly 
the state of California, (2) 
Chicano sharing in military 
service, battlefield casualties, 
and Congressional Medal of 
Honor awardees, or (3) the law 
of our land, equal opportunity 
and affirmative action policy 
and 
programs 
within 
the 
Guard, or modern American 
standards of moral and ethical 
conduct 
and 
American 
citizenship.” 
The GI Forum contends that 
CANG 
"seem s 
to 
have 
studiously avoided contact, and 
cooperation and work" with the 
GI Forum’s Department of 
California.

Convention was held in Los 
Angeles in July the National 
Guard Bureau was represented 
— from Washington, D.C. —

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World's largest sea plane, the 
'Spruce Goose,' may fly again 


PITTSBURGH (U PI) - Al­ 
fred Bennett, at 70, wants to 
take the “ Spruce Goose” out 
for another run, this tim e a test 
run for peace, not war. 


Bennett, of nearby Beaver, 
owner of Bennett A ircraft Co., 
an airplane brokerage firm , 
said he is determ ined to fly the 
world’s largest seaplane, built 
during World W ar II by Howard 
Hughes, to cities across the 
nation as an attention grabber 
for his cam paign to prom ote 
world peace 


“ When Ping Pong was the 
triviality to break the barriers 
with Red China, what do you 
think Howard Hughes’ airplane 
would 
do?” 
Bennett 
asked. 
“ This 
airplane 
has 
m ore 
attention value than M arilyn 
Monroe. 
It 
would 
be 
like 
unearthing an Egyptian phar- 
aoh.” 


Bennett 
is 
confident 
an 
airplane with a wing span of 320 


feet —20 feet longer than a 
football field and 90 feet longer 
than the span of a com m ercial 
747 jum bo je t —would have no 
trouble catching the public eye. 


“ I could land a Piper Cub on 
that wing,” Bennett said. 


The plane, which has been 
locked in an atm ospherically 
controlled 
hangar 
at 
Long 
Beach, Calif, 
for nearly 20 
years, w as designed and built 
by Howard Hughes on com m is­ 
sion 
from 
the 
governm ent. 
Industrialist Henry K aiser col­ 
l a b o r a t e d 
w i t h 
H u g h e s 
initially, 
but 
dropped 
out 
because, “ the two of them 
could never go in the sam e 
direction 
for 
very 
long,” 
B ennett said. 
The plane, officially nam ed 
the HK1 for its developers, was 
dubbed the “ Spruce G oose” 
because it was made alm ost 
entirely of wood. It was taken 
on its first and only flight on 


Nov. 2,1947 by Hughes him self. 


Hughes leased the plane from 
the governm ent, but last year, 
the 
lease 
expired 
and 
the 
G eneral Services A dm inistra­ 
tion took custody of the HK1. 


“ The plane belongs to you 
and m e—the taxpayers,” Ben­ 
nett said “ The stupid govern­ 
m en t 
b u re a u c ra c y 
k eep s 
b arriers around it. The GSA 
says it w ants the plane used in 
a way th at it would do the m ost 
good for the m ost people and I 
am the only one who w ants to 
fly it.” 
And he w ants to fly the plane 
to “ bring the spirit of goodwill 
around the world. F o r the first 
tim e in its history, the world 
has the tools to c reate a real 
peace. 
These are electronic 
com m unications and the a ir­ 
plane 
And the HK1 
is the 
largest airplane of them all. 
The

Commissioner Bowie Kuhn Wednesday 
declared New York Yankees owner 
George M. Stembrenner III, who was 
convicted Aug 23 on federal charges

“ i n e l i g i b l e 
and 
incompetent" 
to participate 
in

team ’s affairs for two years. 


Taking one of the strongest actions of 
his six-year reign "to preserve public 
confidence in baseball," Kuhn placed 
Steinbrenner on the "ineligible list,” 
virtually 
reducing 
the 
millionaire 
businessman to the role of a spectator. 


Although Steinbrenner will be allowed 
to retain his stock in the Yankees if he 
wishes, he is prohibited from taking any 
part in the management or affairs of the 
American League club. 
Steinbrenner, who pleaded guilty to

f ed er al 
c h a r g e s , 
re act ed 
immediately to Kuhn’s decision by 


indicating he would go to court. 
The placing of a club owner on the 
ineligible list could be unprecedented in 
baseball.

Pro ref clarifies some rules

NEW YORK — (NEA> — After having blown his whistle an 
¡estimated 50,000 times in over 1,000 NBA games over a 16-year 
fperiod, referee Richie Powers’ eyes, surprisingly, are not too 
bulgy, his ears appear working properly and his body, as he sits in 
I businessman’s suit, does not quiver like a physical echo. 
Richie Powers is considered by players and peers a superior 
practicioner of his skirlish profession. I thought, then, his 
expertise might help bring some sanity to the YMCA games I 
regularly play, those 
familiar choose-up, chop up games 
^punctuated by interminable dialectis over fine points of rules 
Anyone who has ever played basketball, from H-O-R-S-E to full- 
^ court, anywhere in the world knows what I ’m taling about For 
example, after a 
three-on-three game once in 
Havana, Cuba, I was asked to

“ Also, if the ball was thrown in-bounds, hit a player on the head 
and then bounced up, no one can touch it on the rim because it is 
now considered a shot. You can only shoot from inbounds And you 
■cannot legislate what a shot is. Like a tap is a shot. 
“ Once with a couple seconds left, Tom Gola threw a long shot It 
bounced at the free throw line and started up for the basket as the 
gun went off. The ball went in. Basket counted because it was a 
shot and it was on the way to the basket before the gun went off.” 
There are a lot of kicking calls in the gym. Not guys kicking a 
defensive player’s shins, although that happens a lot, but kicks on 
so-called passes. Once, a defensive player was chasing his man 
and had his back to the ball when the passer threw it and hit the 
defensive player in the sneaker soles 
The passer called 
“ kicking.” 
Powers: “ No. Kicking has to be an overt, positive act. You have 
to read intent into the action. 
“ I remember one kicking play that was murder for me. Toby 
Kimball was on the floor in a scramble for the ball. He couldn’t 
get at the ball but he kept the other team away by flailing his legs 
like a mixmaster. Nothing I could do —• except wait for the 24- 
second clock to go off.” 
Powers on contact in the act of shooting: “ If a guy played the 
ball on a shot — hit the ball and then a man’s chest — probably no 


foul. But it depends on how hard the shooter was buried by the 
defender. If nothing untoward was done, no foul 
“ We try to determine that the hand is part of the ball. And on an 
attempted steal, say, the defender must 
get part of the ball 
One game last year a defender took a swipe at the ball, got part ot 
the man’s hand, and broke the hand Well. I called a foul on that 
one.” 
Force out. “ It doesn’t exist for me. Either it’s a foul or it’s 
traveling. But if a defensive man has good position and the 
offensive player falls out of bounds because of lack of balance, 
why penalize the defender for a good play?” 
Charging: “ The onus of responsibility is growing greater on the 
offensive player. If he can change direction, then the defender has 
the right-of-way. But if he is in the air and a defender slips into his 
path, foul.” 
Touching: “ We have a thing called ‘tactilex’ consideration You 
can touch a player on defense, but you can't push or jab or hold 
Once I called a foul on Gus Johnson for holding on defense 
He 
said, ‘How do you know I’m holding I said. Because the muscles 
in your arms are popping’ ” 
Richie Powers later made an offer that at first took me aback 
He said he might come up to my gym and take a look I thought, 
first, terrific. Then I said, “ Richie, coming up there would not 
make you happy. 
“ After one call, you’d bring one whole team down on your head. 
They’d run you out of the gym and then return to arguing among 
themselves.”

The nation has seen better 
years in which to celebrate 
Thanksgiving. 
A 
faltering 
economy 
at 
home 
and 
t h r e a t e n e d 
economic anarchy abroad, a 
looming 
planet-wide 
food 
crisis, rising tensions in world 
trouble spots — all cast long 
shadows over the beginning 
1974 holiday season and into 
1975. 
But there have also been 
far, far worse years. 
Consider 
1621, 
which 
tradition remembers as the 
year of the first Thanksgiving 
in America. The Pilgrims had 
lost half their tiny band of 
some 100 souls to disease 
during the 
terrible winter 
before. Their colony on a raw 
and 
inhospitable 
continent 
was by no means established 
and secure. 
Yet those who remained 
gave thanks — not merely for 
s u r v i v a l 
but 
for 
the 
opportunity which the God 
they worshiped still offered 
them to build a new life in a 
New World for themselves 
and their posterity. 
Or consider 1863, the year of 
L i nc ol n’s 
Thanksgivi ng 
Proclamation, from which we 
date our modern observance.

Gettysburg in July, no one 
could foresee how many more 
months of 
bloodletting, of 
brother killing brother, were 
still to be endured.

Lincoln was later to say, “to 
bind up the nation s wounds” 
and to join, North with South, 
to fashion an even stronger 
and more perfect Union.

But if 
anyone knows of a time when 
there were no crises on the 
horizon, when life was better 
for the greatest number than

foods that young people them selves 
preferred, and number two, that he 
m erely wanted some inroads m ade into 
the problem , and didn’t imagine the 
shole problem would or could be solved 
in one fell swoop The problem in his 
view was that there were a lot of foods 
being dispensed that were of the highly 
refined sort and a lot that could be 
dem onstrated to have little or no food 
value 
The survey by the school district 
shows all kinds of things. For example 
the actual sellers of the food proved, as 
it had been reported earlier were a 
variety of individuals and organizations, 
in addition to the school adm inistrations 
them selves. 
School 
personnel 
were 
represented, but there w ere also student 
councils, PTAs, school service clubs, 
parents. 
Ice cream , pop, candy bars and potato 
chips seem to be the m ost prevalent 
products available, but there is also a 
wide variety of other food including hot 
dogs, (the all-m eat variety seem to be 
m ost prevalent), ham burgers, tacos and 
such sandwiches as tuna, deviled egg, 
chicken salad, cold ham and turkey, 
bacon lettuce and tom ato, and of course 
spaghetti and m acaroni and cheese. 
In 
addition 
to 
milk, 
yogurt 
is 
dispensed at least at one school. 
It is interesting to note that Maple 
High School, the district’s continuation 
school, dispenses ham burgers and hot 
dogs and burritos and peanuts, shelled 
sunflower 
seeds 
and 
peanut butter 
cheese crackers. 
Som e 
of 
th e 
tr u s te e s 
w ere 
sym pathetic to H arris’ appeal, but there 
are some difficult realities to face. It 
would be sim ple if a com plete genuinely 
nutritional m eal with variety could be 
served to every student every day, but 
that is not feasible. For one thing, 
readers may recall that a poll taken by 
parents about a year or two ago showed 
that the older a student becam e the less 
interested he or she was in eating a meal 
on campus. The situation is illustrated 
by a personal experience. A friend of 
mine explained the absence of his son in 
an activity I ’m associated with as the 
result of his son preferring to consort 
with his friends in a local taco shop 
Come to think of it tacos are not a bad 
sort of food by any standard. Besides I 
like them.

The m arble blocks lie in the moonlight 
like white bones and I try to imagine 
what they were like when they were 
columns in the Roman Forum .

I m ade discoveries at this conference 
One was that “population” is a naughty 
word, like “ sex” to certain Victorians.

delegate, and the Pope, all condemned 
population control. Yet at the present 
rate the earth 's population will double m 
35 years, with the growth of food already 
ou t-p aced . 
“ The 
co n fere n ce 
is 
ab so lu tely 
sc h iz o p h ren ic ,” 
said 
observor 
G ran t 
C otram 
of 
the 
University of Wisconsin. “ Delegates 
have pushed population into the corner 
vet it is the absolute determ inant of the 
food crisis.” 


Another thing 1 learned is the way a 
lot of sm all countries dislike us We so 
want to be loved. Why don’t they love 
us? Well, in C easer’s tim e did the Gauls 
love Rome? The US has six per cent of 
the world’s population but uses 40 per 
cent of its resources. Can such an 
im perial discrepancy last? Things move 
faster now. Someday all the legions 
com e home. Look at those stones. 


Little nations like Yemen and Upper 
Volta regard us askance. After all, when 
half the world was hungry im perial 
Am erica paid farm ers not to grow food. 
We slaughtered calves the other day too. 
This is no new thing What is new is that 
the United States is now for the first 
tim e itself aw are of it. 


Then there is the m atter of trade. We 
and the other rich m em bers of our club 
set the term s of world prices: For every 
ton of rubber, or sisal or tea that it took 
in the 50’s and 60 s to buy a tractor from 
us, it now takes two tons. When we 
com plain the Arabs fix the price of oil, 
the have-not nations slap their sides 
with laughter They would like to do the 
sam e thing. Has Washington any plan if 
there is another em bargo? From here 
there seem s to be no energy plan; 
indeed, is there any governm ent at all in 


Washington? How about the paym ent of 
petro-dollars? The sum is huge. Can 
anybody visualize $60 billion? That is 
about the total amount of all American 


holdings abroad, built up over the years 
And that is also the am ount the oil cartel 
will ask from the world in just one year 
A friend with the World Bank tells me. 
“ It can’s be paid." When 1 ask what he 
m eans, he shrugs 


The dollar has been sinking in term s of 
gold, and we are preparing a self- 
inflicted wound of letting individuals 
buy gold again January 1st Some expect 
a “ run,” not against banks but against 
money itself 


The highlight of The Food Conference 
was the unexpected attack by Secretary 
Butz on Senators Humphrey, McGovern 
and Clark of his delegation before a 
startled press conference on the next- 
to the-last day. The delegation had 
cabled President Ford for authority to 
prom ise more aid. and Butz himself 
signed the telegram , under pressure. 
Finally 
cam e 
the 
negative 
reply. 
Humphrey had pleaded eloquently for 
m ore fam ine aid, making his case 
publicly and privately, but 1 thought, 
within the bounds of propriety and 
courtesy. Butz’s thin, pinched face, as 
he 
repeated, 
" th re e 
dem ocratic 
senators” in a kind of refrain before 
about 200 reports and spectators, made 
him look like the self righteous farm er 
with 
a 
pitchfork 
in 
the 
picture 
“ American Gothic” by G rant Wood. By 
inference he charged the senators with 
denigrating their country in foreign 
p a r t s . 
F u r t h e r , 
t he y 
had 
put 
com passion before a balanced budget. 
And so E arl Butz presented the gut issue

more dram atically than anyone had 
thought possible: what sacrifice will 
America make for starving people? 


One can sympathize in a way with 
Secretary Butz 
A m erica's record of 
food-giving is generous As Humphrey 
told me, many critics of the US do not 
have clean hands, they have not fed their 
own people Local left wing claques at 
press conferences here followed the 
radical chic line, seeming to imply that 
last sum m er’s US drought we a CIA 
plot. It was all too much for Earl Butz 
whose 
one 
solution 
is the 
m arket 
economy. 
Looking back on all this, I think the 
Food Conference did a good job in 
centering attention on the im m ediate 
em ergency 
But the longer problem 
rem ains — how to feed a swelling 
population on a small planet with finite 
resources.

The defeat of Senator Clark Bradley 
after 
20 
years 
of 
service 
in 
the 
California Legislature was more than 
just a turning out of an old guard. And it 
is ironic that Bradley should have 
become the victim of an election in 
which the voters were out to punish 
Republicans for the com plete loss of 
integrity exhibited in the W atergate 
developments. 
For, w hatever flaws Bradley mav 
have had in the eyes of the electorate, 
lack of integrity was certainly not one. 
He was the very soul of integrity. 
Bradley was sent to the Assembly by 
the voters of Santa Clara County in a 
special election in 1953 called to replace 
Robert 
Kirkwood 
who 
had 
been 
appointed State Controller by Governor 
W arren. 
In 
1962 he 
succeeded 
the 
retiring 
Senator 
John 
F. 
“Jack 
Thompson. 
He was not a colorful legislator. 
Neither was he an am bitious one. In the 
tra n sitio n 
of 
the 
S en ate 
from 
D em ocratic to Republican rule, Bradley 
did not seek any leadership position 
although he was probably m ore qualified 
than any of those who did

But if ever there was a hardworking, 
dedicated m em ber of the Legislature 
Bradley was more than it 
It is true that he was somewhat of a 
conservative voice in a forum bent upon 
becoming flaming liberals. It is also 
true that he was somewhat of a stickler 
for form. As such he was a constant 
irritant to many of his colleagues 
For 
Bradley 
had 
the 
rare 
and 
disturbing habit of reading the bills 
before voting He was continually rising 
to 
ask 
the 
authors 
em barrassing 
questions about their proposals. As a 
result he exposed many ill conceived 
law provisions, not all of them well 
intentioned 
While 
there 
was 
never 
anything 
vitriolic or personal in his opposition, he 
was fearless and untiring in speaking 
out 
against 
m easures. 
He 
had an 
uncanny 
ability 
to spot 
unintended 
meanings in the wording of m easures 
and was quick to point out what he 
believed would be the results if such 
legislation was approved. He usually 
waged his battles single handedly. As an 
able lawyer and a student of government 
he was m ore often right though his 
warnings many tim es went unheeded 
On 
one 
occasion 
he delivered a 
scholarly 
argum ent 
against 
a 
bill 
sponsored by the late Senate leader, 
George Miller Jr. At its conclusion. 
Miller, nonplussed by the sheer logic of 
B radley’s 
points 
but 
still 
desiring 
passage of his bill, retorted, “ Senator, 
the only thing I can find wrong about 
what you have said is that it makes too 
much sense. I ask for an aye vote. ” 
Bradley’s departure from the sta te’s 
august Senate recalls the late Senator 
Chris N. Jespersen of San Luis Obispo 
County He was another of the sam e cut 
as Bradley. He, too, was an em battled 
opponent often taking on the entire 
Senate single-handed After 18 years of 
service he announced his intention of 
retiring. He was imm ediately pounced 
upon by the late Senator George J. 
Hatfield, one of the all time powers in 
the 
Le g i s l a t u r e . 
He 
hea t e dl y 
rem onstrated Jespersen, telling him he 
couldn’t quit Just as heatedly Jespersen 
demanded to know why not “ Because,” 
said Hatfield, “ if it w eren't for people 
like you people like me would go 
hogwild.” 
It 
was 
recognition 
by 
a 
great 
legislator of the need for an expression 
of opposition in legislative m atters The 
sage wisdom that good legislation can 
only 
be 
achieved 
through 
strong 
argum ent which brings forth all points 
of view.

rise to three-and four- 
star rank are trained 
to be first-rate troop 
c o m m a n d e r s 
and 
fliers without rivals 
But with rare exceptions, the soldier- 
statesm an with a broad grasp of world 
affairs 
and 
the 
American 
role 
is 
nonexistent 
Brown is not the first 
chairm an of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to 
show by his intrusion into public debate 
how 
little 
he 
knows 
One 
of 
his 
predecessors. Adm Arthur W Radford, 
did his best at the tim e of the Suez crisis 
in 1956 to push the United States into a 
strike to aid the beleaguered French in 
Vietnam that could eventually have 
m eant war with mainland China 
The men who advance to the top in the 
Army are trained at West Point That 
training is rigidly, almost exclusively 
military 
An important new book just 
published. “ School tor Soldiers Oxford 
University Press, shows how narrow 
and restricted is the instruction West 
Pointers get The two authors. Joseph 
Ellis and Robert Moore, both served as 
captains in the Army on the faculty at 
West Point 
“ One of the reasons why cadets 
expected you to have all the answ ers," 
they quote one instructor as saying, “ is 
because they tend not to ask questions 
for which there isn’t an answer ” 
“ In 
fact,” 
they 
add, 
“ the 
new 
instructors 
who 
might 
experience 
frustration at the limited range of cadet 
questions and thoughts are a minority, 
since most instructors have only a 
limited interest in any knowledge of the 
subject they teach and little desire to go 
beyond 
the 
required 
dispersal 
of 
testable information ’ ” 
The turnover of most of the faculty is 
every three years. The instructors, 
th e m se lv es 
larg ely 
W est 
Point 
graduates, are naturally concentrating 
on an Army career with the faculty 
assignm ent a brief interlude. 
In many instances, they have taken 
graduate work in civilian universities. 
And while they work harder than the 
average graduate student, they are 
prim arily out to make brownie points 
that 
will 
advance 
them 
toward 
command and promotion in grade 
In the closed world of West Point, the 
m ilitary men are a special fraternity 
looking with suspicion if not distrust on 
civilian life The authors write that the 
most popular explanation at the Point 
for the long and inconclusive war in 
Vietnam is that civilians betrayed the 
Army 
“ Bound together by a sincere sense 
that 
they 
were 
betrayed 
and 
that 
civilians were disinclined to sympathize 
with their predicam ent in Vietnam, 
most West Pointers present a united 
front to outsiders But the urge to close 
ranks around their own in the face of 
public criticism does not prevent them 
from unleashing, in private, scathing 
denunciations 
of 
certain 
military 
actions in Southeast Asia ” 
One of the m avericks who escaped 
from the rigid mold of the Academy is 
Gen Jam es M Gavin whom President 
Kennedy made am bassador to France. 
He 
urged 
West 
Point 
to 
develop 
curiosity, a search for ideas, a search 
for knowledge But he conceded recently 
that his advice had gone unheeded. 
One of the rare soldier-statesm en in 
not too distant history was Gen. George 
C. M arshall, chief-of-staff of the Army 
during World War II Recognizing his 
rem arkable qualities of integrity and 
intellect, President Trum an made him 
first 
secretary 
of 
state 
and 
then 
secretary of defense Marshall cam e out 
of Virginia M ilitary Institute. 
The Pentagon is the greatest supplier 
and salesm an of arm s today The Greek 
and Chilean dictatorships have been 
beneficiaries. So has Turkey, using 
arm s supplied by the United States to 
invade and take over much of Cyprus In 
theory, decisions to forward arm s to at 
least half the countries of the world are 
taken in cooperation with the State 
Dept But the preponderant influence is 
the Pentagon 
Into the balance in those decisions 
should 
go 
statesm anship, 
wisdom, 
knowledge and not just the knee jerk 
reaction of a soldier recognizing the 
needs of other soldiers. 
In short, a School for Soldiers is not 
enough if the American command is to 
play a reasoned part in world policy

choice of date 
of the Child’s 
birth was a 
happy augury 


The earliest source re­ 
garding the exact date of 
the birth of Jesus : 
The Christian era was 
calculated by the monk 
Dionysius Exiguus in the 
6th century after Christ. 
He placed Jesus’ birth on 
Dec. 25 in the year 753 of 
Rome, and decided 754 
should be the first year of 
the Christian era . How­ 
ever, Biblical scholars find 
his calculations in error 
and place the birth of 
Jesus at 4, B.C. or earlier. 
In AD 274 the emperor 
Aurelian chose December 
25 because it is just after 
the winter solstice, or the 
shortest day of the year, 
and light once more starts 
to strengthen and gradu­ 
ally flood more of the 
world for longer periods 
each day. 
Besides, that date al­ 
ready was a great holiday 
for the pagan Romans, 
and C h ristian leaders 
thought it proper to move 
in and take over an ac­ 
cepted occasion. 
What’s more, no one 
knew the actual birth date 
of Jesus, since neither 
Scripture nor any contem­ 
porary legend gave any 
precise information on it. 
At some point before 
AD 336 the church at 
Rome accepted December 
25 as the day for com­ 
memorating 
His 
birth, 
and so it has been ever 
since, although because of 
a difference in calendars, 
the Eastern church cele­ 
bration and that of West­ 
ern churches rarely co­ 
incide. 
In ancient Persia, De­ 
cember 25th was celebrat­ 
ed as the birthdate of the 
sun god, Mithras, who 
was believed to emerge 
from a rock three days 
after the winter solstice. 
A star seen by shepherds 
and 
Magi 
foretold 
his 
birth.

Much Is made of the 
Nativity Scene in Chris­ 
tian homes at Christmas­ 
time. Over the centuries 
worshippers have expres­ 
sed their devotion by cre­ 
ating the figures of Jos­ 
eph. the Virgin Mary, the 
Christ-Child in His rudely 
fashioned crib, and the 
beasts of the field which 
according to legend sur­ 
rounded the Holy Birth in­ 
side the manger. 
Great artists have carv­ 
ed the figures from fine 
woods, sculpted them of 
precious metal and other 
materials, which have be­ 
come treasured works for 
the world to admire. 
St. Francis of Assisi 
had much to do with our 
modern Christmas tradi­ 
tions. 
For one thing he is said 
to have assembled, in AD 
1224, the first Nativity 
scene, using live people, 
live oxen and live donkeys. 
Franciscan churches still 
continue to make of this 
an illuminating seasonal 
custom. 


St. 
Joseph’s 
Catholic 
Church at 12th and Los 
Angeles Sts., in Los An­ 
geles, California has done 
so for many years. 


St. Francis also popu­ 
larized the tradition of 
Christmas caroling, it is 
said. When villagers came 
to see his Nativity ar­ 
rangement, he led them in 
"joyous caroling.’’ 


Now, of course, such 
caroling is done by roving 
groups of singers from 
countless 
churches 
and 
other organizations each 
Christmas, but the idea is 
the same — to express in 
song one’s gratitude at 
the joyous occasion of 
Christmas.

Candles 
Christmas candles are 
left burning in windows 
in many countries to light 
the Christ Child on his 
way, and to draw friendly 
travelers in for rest and 
refreshment. But to make 
sure that no undesirable 
or evil visitors come in, a 
candle can be left burning 
on the hearth with salt 
sprinkled thickly around. 


Who Will Rule? 
Holly and ivy are grown 
in practically all countries 
of the world, and they are 
widely used as Christmas 
decorations. In one Yule­ 
time legend, holly is con­ 
sidered to be “ male” and 
ivy “ female.” Whichever 
is brought into the house 
first tells who will rule the 
house during the year. 


TREE LEGEND 
One of the many leg­ 
ends about the Christmas 
tree tells of Martin Luth­ 
er wandering through the 
woods on Christmas Eve 
and 
marveling 
at 
the 
stars shining through the 
branches of the fir trees. 
Inspired by the sight, he 
cut a fir tree for his fam­ 
ily, set it up, and lighted 
it with candles to repre­ 
sent the stars. 


A Norse legend tells 
how an arrow of mistletoe 
was used to kill the young 
god Baldur, who was pro­ 
tected against all injuries 
that came from the four 


elements. Mistletoe, which 
does not spring directly 
from air, fire, water or 
earth had the power to de­ 
stroy him. However, the 
gods restored Baldur to 
life and his mother, Frey- 
ja, who was goddess of 


love and beauty, decreed 
that mistletoe should be a 
symbol of peace and that 
whoever passed beneath 
it would receive her kiss. 
Rosemary, dedicated to 
remembrance, is almost 
forgotten. In earlier days 


its silvery fragrance 
mingled with that of the 
holly, mistletoe and ivy in 
every home. 
There are two varia­ 
tions to the Christmas 
legend concerned with 
rosemary. In one story, 
when the Christ Child’s 
laundry was spread over a 
rosemary bush to dry, the 
plant instantly became ev­ 
ergreen and aromatic. In 
another version, it was the 
Virgin’s blue cape that 


was spread to dry, and the 
white flowers of the herb 
became blue. 


Onion Custom 
A Swiss farm custom 
foretells the weather for 
the year: On Christmas 
Eve a large onion is cut 
in half, then 12 layers 
peeled off carefully and 
each 
marked 
with 
the 
name of one month. Salt 
is then poured into each 
of the 12 onion cups. On 


Christmas 
morning 
the 
onion sections are exam­ 
ined. Dry salt indicates a 
fair 
month; 
wet 
salt, 
rainy weather. 


Pennsylvania Germans 
during the holidays speak 
of Pelznickel. He is, in 
part, 
like 
Santa Claus 
with fur trimming on his 


clothes and a white beard.

Traditionalists will say 
that the Golden Rule, ad­ 
mirable in concept as it is, 
does not truly express the 
Spirit of Christmas. 
Man continues to strive 
— more or less — to em­ 
ulate the Son of God and 
of Man — and especially 
at Christmas-time. 
He fails miserably, in 
many cases; this cannot 
be denied. Why, then, can 
we not reach for some­ 
thing attainable — such 
as the Golden Rule? 


Danish people do not 
look forward to a Santa 
Claus but to a Yule Man. 


In early pioneer days in 
America, Indian children 
were invited in to see the 
Christmas tree and were 
given extra food. On one 
occasion — in fact, prob­ 
ably on many more than 
just one — Indians were 
found dancing around the 
tree, stamping and whoop­ 
ing in the familiar manner 
of ceremonially 
excited 
braves. 
One can imagine the 
shock and dismay on the 
part of some of our pion­ 
eer ancestors. 
American Indians were 
accustomed to the idea of 
giving among themselves, 
though 
the 
habit 
was 


prompted less by ideas of 
doing good and sharing 
with the less fortunate, 
than the more human one 
of raising one’s prestige. 
They had, also, a tree up­ 
on which they hung gifts. 
This 
was 
considered 
a 
sacred spring festival tree, 
not a Christmas tree. A 
tribe 
in 
North 
Dakota 
would plant, each year, a 
young cedar near the big 
medicine lodge. Children 
brought gifts of mocca­ 
sins, pelts, shawls and so 
forth 
to hang on the 
branches of 
what was 
called, with the simplicity 
of so-called primitive peo­ 
ples, Grandmother.

One of the most beloved 
stories in American liter­ 
ature is “ Little Women” , 
by Louisa May Alcott. 
The Civil War-impover­ 
ished March family — the 
four “ Little Women” guid­ 
ed by their courageous, 
firm yet kindly mother, 
Marmee, have won gener­ 
ations of friends as the 
years go by. 
’No better time to meet 
the March ladies, than at 
Christmas. 
“ ‘Christmas won’t be 
Christmas 
without any 
presents,’ 
grumbled 
Jo, 
lying on the rug.” (Jo, as 
you remember, was the 
“ free spirit” among the 
girls, with an impulsive, 
outspoken way that some­ 
times concealed a warm 
and loving heart. 
“ ‘It’s so dreadful to be 
poor,’ sighed Meg, looking 
down at her old dress.’ 
‘I don’t think it’s fair 
for some girls to have 
plenty of pretty things, 
and other girls nothing at 
all,’ added little Amy, with 
an injured sniff. 
‘We’ve got father and 
mother and each other,’ 
said Beth contentedly, 
from her corner. 
The four young faces 
on 
which 
the 
firelight 
shone brightened at the 
cheerful words, but dark­ 
ened again as Jo said 
sadly: 
‘We haven’t got father, 
and shall not have him for 
a long time.’ She didn’t 
say "perhaps never” , but 
each 
silently 
added 
it, 
thinking of father far 
away, where the fighting 
was.” 


But somehow the girls 
rallied their spirits, and

Christmas morning, and 
help her carry a basket of 
good things to eat, along 
with firewood, to a cold 
and starving family near­ 
by. 
All the “ little women” 
felt that this need was 
greater than theirs, so 
they gathered up the hot- 
cakes, the freshly baked 
muffins and the cream, 
and with Jo ’s arms heaped 
with firewood, the March­

to their 
neighbors’ house. 


Later, their own break­ 
fast of only cold bread and 
milk seemed sufficient, be­ 
cause their hearts were 
full of gratitude that, as 
poor as they were, they 


were able to help those un­ 
fortunates. 


As Marmee went into 
the kitchen to thank Han­ 
nah, the girls decided that 
this was the moment to 
surprise their mother with 
the gifts. 


Beth rushed to the old 
piano and played her “ gay­ 
est march” . . . “ Amy 
threw' open the door, and 
Meg enacted escort with 
great dignity. Mrs. March 
was both surprised and 
touched; and smiled with 
her eyes full as she exam­ 
ined 
her 
presents, and 
read the little notes which 
accompanied them.. . . 


There was a good deal 
of laughing and kissing 
and explaining, in the sim­ 
ple, loving fashion which 
makes these home festi­ 
vals so pleasant at the 
time, so sweet to remem­ 
ber long afterward. . . .” 


Before bedtime, Mar­ 
mee gathered all the girls 
around her, and, taking a 
well-worn letter from her 
bosom, read to them ten­ 
der words from husband 
and father.

boys’ choir evokes 
Christmas memories 


Many Americans have 
listened with pleasure to 
the Vienna Boys’ Choir, 
which makes appearances 
as a cherished and regular 
part of the Christmas sea­ 
son. But few realize that 
this choir has a history 
steeped in tradition . . . 
in fact, it dates back to 
over four and a half cen­ 
turies to Columbus’ time. 
In 1498 Emperor Maxi­ 
milian I of the Hapsburgs 
dynasty ordered a court 
aide to arrange for a sing­ 
ing group to perform in 
the Court Chapel in Vien- 


na. The boys were care­ 
fully selected and made 
w’ards of the state which 
assumed responsibility for 
their education as well as 
room and board. 
As boys, several famous 
musicians were members 
of the Choir . . . among 
them, Josef Haydn, Franz 
Schubert, Beethoven, Mo­ 
zart, Liszt and Bruckner. 


Today 
the 
Choir in­ 
cludes four separate sing­ 
ing groups which rotate 
on the concert circuit, one. 
always remaining at home 
to sing at the Court Chap- 


el where service is per­ 
formed today as it was in 
the Emperor Maximilian’s 
time. The different choirs 
travel all over the world; 
naturally, boys are anx­ 
ious to join, but less than 
ten percent of those who 
apply can meet the Choir’s 
rigid standards. Age 
groups are in the 7-15 
range, involving the usual 
boys’ high jinks, but when 
they sing, they are said to 
rival the angels.

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a lovable legend, bringer of gifts 


T h ro u g h o u t h isto ry , 
Santa Claus has had many 
names, many origins. He 
has as many personalities 
as 
fertile 
imaginations 
through 
the 
ages 
can 
dream up. 
The symbol of Santa 
Claus and other magical 
bringers of gifts is infin­ 
itely variable. In Europe 
the chief gift-bringers are 
St. Nicholas on his saint’s 
day, the 6th of December; 
his Anglo-American de­ 
scendant is Santa Claus; 
in parts of Scandinavia 
dwarfs and goats take 
his place; there is the 
Christ Child of the Ger­ 
man Xm as E ve ; the 
white-robed girl Kolyada 
in pre-revolutionary Rus­ 
sia arrived by sleigh on 
Christmas Eve with at­ 
tendant carol-singers; and 
the Epiphany gift-bearers 
associated with the Magi 
— such as the BGfana of 
Italy, Babouschka of old 
Russia, 
and 
the 
Tres 
Reyes Magos of Spain — 
all parade down through 
the centuries with essen­ 
tially the same function 


— to bring gifts to good 
little boys and girls. 
Santa Claus himself is 
composed of many ele­ 
ments; he is half Saint 
Nicholas and half ancient 
yule god. St. Nicholas, the 
original, was a bishop of 
Myra in Asia Minor in the 
fourth century. He is sup­ 
posed to have wrought 
miracles; certainly he was 
a good man. Many stories 
evolve from legends con­ 
cerning the Bishop. One 
which is not as well known 
is told which introduces 
his connection with chil­ 
dren. 
Three boys were mur­ 
dered by an innkeeper, 
cut up, and the pieces pre­ 
served in barrels of vine­ 
gar. St. Nicholas found 
these truncations, fitted 
them 
together 
with 
a 
prayer, and brought the 
boys back to life. To our 
20th century minds this 
may seem a most macabre 
way to begin a legend’s as­ 
sociation with children! 
In Holland, St. Nicholas 
becomes Sante Klaas. The 
children put out a pair of 


shoes or clogs filled with 
hay, water and carrots for 
his white horse; these are 
placed before the fireplace, 
and the next morning the 
shoes are found filled with 
either sweets and little 
gifts — or, depending on 
past behavior, birch rods. 


Santa’s arrival by chim­ 
ney in America probably 
has an origin of anteced­ 
ent significance. Hearth- 
gods and gods of the Yule- 
log went in and out by 
chimney — also witches, 
adherents of the old and 
earliest religion of the 
horned god only much 
later made into a Satan­ 
ic Christian devil-figure. 
(Shades of an exorcist!) 
These people used hallu­ 
cinatory drugs and used 
ointments like belladonna 
that made them feel like 
they were flying. 


So it seems that the jov­ 
ial, genial fellow whom we 
know as St. Nick or Santa 
Claus has had his darker 
side, too. All very inter­ 
esting, as is most history, 
if you dig deep enough.

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’Kohoutek’ 


Comet Put 


on Show at 


Christmas ’73 


During early to mid- 
January there was much 
excitement and anticipa­ 
tion over the expected ap­ 
pearance of the comet 
Kohoutek. 
It was dubbed 
“the 
Christmas 
Comet” 
and 
was expected to be most 
visible to the naked eye on 
January 14, at twilight. 
Alas! The spectacular 
comet 
fizzled. 
It 
went 
into a decline, as far as 
earthlings are concerned. 
True, 
many 
thousands 
viewed its pulsing splen­ 
dor through powerful lens­ 
es at observatories, but 
the common man on his 
own backporch was acute­ 
ly disappointed that he 
couldn’t look over to the 
southwest skies and see 
this phenomenon. 
The comment occasion­ 
ed by the heralded appear­ 
ance of the comet caused 
many people to wonder if 
the star of Bethlehem was 
also a comet. 
The discoverer of the 
comet is Lubos Kohoutek 
of the Hamburg Observa­ 
tory who observed it when 
it was near the orbit of 
Jupiter, 350 million miles 
from earth. 
As we go to press, the 
most authoritative sourc­ 
es say that Kohoutek has 
lost its tail, too. 
On the evening of Janu­ 
ary 14, looking through 
one of the world’s most 
sophisticated telescopes, 
the comet wras a great 
round shimmering glob of 
glow, surrounded, as it 
were, by myriads of tiny 
winking diamonds. 
Spectacular, 
certainly, 
even if it did not “live up 
to its notices”.

Religion Historian 


Urges that Xmas cards 


emphasize the Christ 


A LOOK BACK TO THE 1870’s . . . A STORY BY LAURA INGALLS WILDER 
How Ü Poor Pioneer family 
Celebrated Christ's Birthday 


Chinese annals record­ 
ed a comet visible for 
about 70 days in March 
and April of 5 BC, the 
approximate date when 
many theologians believe 
Jesus actually was born. 


The Bible in certain 
places gives a hint of 
comets. 
One passage so cited is 
I Chron. 21, 16: “And 
David lifted his eyes and 
saw the angel of the Lord 
standing between earth 
and heaven, and in his 
hand a draw n sword 
stretched out over Jerus­ 
alem.” 
Scholars today ask : 
“Was it a comet, with its 
tail extended far south­ 
ward like a sword?” They 
note that Pliny, the Ro­ 
man naturalist, classified 
one type of comet as 
“sword-shaped.” Josephus 
the historian noted that 
an AD 66 comet, perhaps 
Haley’s, stood like a sword 
in the sky over Jerusalem. 
“The simile may have 
been suggested to him by 
I Chronicles, but the shape 
of the comet apparently 
justified it,” one historian- 
writer has observed. 
When, according to the 
Bible, in verse 27, God 
“put his sword back in its 
sheath,” perhaps the com­ 
et lost its tail, as they 
sometimes do. 


Forecast 
Hours of sun on Christmas 
Day, 
So many frosts in the 
month of May. 


“Christmas was coming. 
The little log house was 
almost buried in snow. 
Great drifts were banked 
against the walls and win­ 
dows, and in the morning 
when Pa opened the door, 
there was a wall of snow 
as high as Laura’s head”. 
A paragraph from Laura 
Ingalls Wilder’s beloved 
“Little Books” — true 
accounts of the pioneer 
life that the writer exper­ 
ienced, from her 6th to 
18th years in the 1870s 
and 1880s; her restless 
father moved his family 
from a Wisconsin forest to 
Indian Territory to Min­ 
nesota and finally to the 
Dakota Territory'. 
The books were pub­ 
lished between 1935 and 
1943. 
The fam ily endured 
many hardships — bit­ 
ter-cold winters as well 
as stifling summer heat. 
They lived first in a fog 
cabin, later in a dugout by 
the creek, then, later in 
shacks — wherever fate 
(and Father) moved them. 
They went through cy­ 
clones, droughts, plagues 
of cicadas, yet the Ingalls 
family shared love and 
faith in each other, and 
they 
always 
celebrated 
the birthday of the Christ 
Child. 
For a Christmas in the 
big woods, w'hen the house 
was blanketed with snow, 
Ma baked bread, beans, 
cookies . . . distilled vine­ 
gar and baked dried apple 
pies! Truly a doughty 
soul. 
They 
entertained 


relatives . . . Aunt Eliza 
and Uncle Peter and the 
cousins who arrived on 
Christmas Eve on their 
big bobsled, sleigh bells 
ringing. 
Some other Ma and Pa 
would have thrown up 
their hands at the sight of 
them — maybe got the 
shotgun off the cabin wall 
and picked them off from 
a window — but not the 
Ingalls! They shared their 
good things — the chil­ 
dren slept in a row on the 
floor — the grown-ups, 
wherever they could find 
space. 
Christmas Eve found 
them aglow with antici­ 
pation, in a circle of love. 
In the morning the chil­ 
dren found gifts in their 
stockings: a pair of bright 
red knitted mittens and a 
stick 
of 
red-and-white 
striped mint candy. Guess 
who the Christmas Fairy 
was? She must have earn­ 
ed her reward in heaven, 
but that Christmas Day 
she received all the reward 
she wanted, in the sur­ 
prise and happiness ex­ 
pressed by every child. 
For Laura, the smallest 
child, there was also a 
homemade rag doll with 
black button eyes, black 
yarn hair and a dress of 
pink and blue calico — a 
doll “so beautiful that 
Laura could not say a 
word.” 
On other Christmases 
there were no presents. 
The Ingalls family were 
lucky to have their lives. 
However, Ma had saved a 


bundle of “Youth’s Com­ 
panions” that had been 
sent them by long-delayed 
mail or via a passerby. 
While the light lasted 
they read the stories. Pa 
even managed to buy the 
store’s last two cans of 
oysters, so their Christ­ 
mas dinner had a festive 
quality. 
All the “Little Books” 
tales are fascinating, and 
you can be sure that the 
adults who gave them to 
children made a point to 
read them first. The stor­ 
ies have an ageless, time­ 
less appeal. They contain 
the essence of Christinas 
. . . selflessness, apprecia­ 
tion of the simple joys, 
and love of family life. 
In the Ingalls family 
the 
little Christ Child 
dwelled, not only on His 
birthday, but every day. 


A noted historian of the 
Southwest, an archivist of 
the Roman Catholic Arch­ 
diocese of a city in the Far 
West, puts the blame of 
some of the world’s disor­ 
ders on the secular nature 
of many Christmas cards. 
“Over two and one half 
billion cards are distribut­ 
ed annually in the United 
States. If more of them 
were religious and carried 
messages that would ap­ 
peal to thoughtful, even 
non-religious adults, these 
cards would help bring 
peace on earth,” he de­ 
clares. 
The priest exhibited one 
card, printed in Germany 
and mailed in New York 
December 24, 1908, to a 
student of a Boston sem­ 
inary, as an example of an 
attractive early Christmas 
card which also was re­ 
ligious. 
The card, like an ordin­ 
ary postcard, pictured a 
rather stylized angel with 
wings, a palm frond which 
perhaps was meant to 
symbolize peace on the 
order of an olive branch, 
and an upraised arm. Be­ 
tween the wings appeared 
the star of Bethlehem and 
the words, “in terra pax,” 
or “peace on earth.” 
The angel, emerging 
from a cloud, was peering 
down upon a village, with 
the church the most prom­ 
inent structure visible. 
The historian pointed 
out that sending cards 
probably started in the 
early Victorian era. Sir 
Henry Cole, an art dealer 
and publisher, sent the 
first one, in 1843. It was a 
card designed by a well- 
known artist of the period, 
John Calcott. 
The first cards showed 
an English family gath­ 
ered around the wassail 
bowl, 
to a stin g 
th e ir 


friends. But the side pan­ 
els, in a show of 19th cen- 
turly realism showed the 
feeding of the hungry and 
the clothing of the naked. 
“Hopefully,” said the 
archivist, “in years ahead 
the spiritual significance 
of the Nativity will be 
reflected more substan­ 
tially.”
